No greater mistake can be made. 
And the men o nly realize it after t hey j 
have go ne o n such a strike, when they 
find they need funds, discipline anil 
experience, a s well as ntimbets. 
Tile po ssessio n o i all these elements 
enables the bro therho o d o f lo co mo ­ 
tive engineers to win victo ry after 
victo ry. The want o t them resulted 
in 
the defeat o f the telegraphers, 
tho ugh backed by the knights o f labo r. 
To members we say; 
Avo id strikes, 
wait, have patience, o rganize mo re 
tho ro ughly, 
discipline yo ur fo rces. 
When yo u mo ve, let it no t be to o early 
in the seaso n—May I is early eno ugh; 
then if yo u go fo r mo re pay, go fo r 
twenty-five cents mo re at a time. 
Do n’t be to o greedy, o r yo u may get 
beaten. 
Do n t publish any no tice o f 
yo ur demands in the daily papers, o r 
it will flo o d yo ur city with idle men; 
no t alo ne that it disco urages build­ 
ing. The better plan is to send o ut a

demands

sensible actio n yo u can win them o ver. 
If yo u canno t send o ut a co mmittee, 
then mail them a circular letter; but 
a co mmittee is the mo re preferable.

A R om an tic In stru m en t B ecom ing Popu­ 
lar W ith A m erican Ladies. 
“They trim them with bright ribbons,” 
-aid a music-dealer, as he took down a 
little gourd-shape J instrument, and ran 
h s fingers across the strings. 
“ They 
tie a different colored ribbon to each 
key, and let them 
hang down about a 
yard and a half. 
They are very pretty. 
The music is sweeter than that of a 
guitar.” 
“ W hat is it?” asked the reporter. 
“ Mandolin. 
They are getting to be 
the rage among voung ladies in society 
here. 
I expect they will drive the banjo 
out of good society. 
It is a lighter and 
a more delicate instrument, and it is, as 
von see, very pretty. 
Ju st the thing 
for a lady. 
There are quite a number 
»f young ladies here who play on them 
beautifully.Then they have thejadvantage 
of being exclusive. They are not found 
except in the best society, and young 
ladies take pride in playing them to show 
that they have been abroad. 
You see, 
only ladies who have traveled abroad 
can play them, as there are no teachers 
here. It is just the proper thing to know 
how to handle a mandolin, and some 
\oung ladies who have never crossed 
the broad Atlantic, but who want to 
keep up with the times, are almost fran­ 
tic 
to 
become 
masters 
of 
this 
instrum ent 
The 
young 
lady 
who can 
sit with these many- 
•olored ribbons falling gracefully over 
'i'*r arm, while she picks sweet music 
from this little thing, is the envv of all 
her female acquaintances and the most 
admired by all rom antic lovers. 
It is 
the instrument of rom ance and has 
something in its tones that enchants 
you and carries you to the flowery banks 
of Italy, or tells you of some Spanish 
romance— sweet songs, beautiful maid­ 
ens, jealous lovers, and all that is senti­ 
mental and Spanish. 
Their native mel­ 
ody is the accompaniment to a love 
song. 
It is a very old instrum ent, but 
lias never been used any by Americans 
until now. 
The pattern is one of the 
oldest there is. ami it belongs to many 
nationalities. 
This is the Italian instru­ 
ment. 
The Homans played upon them. 
The Spanish instrument is about the 
same, and the Spanish and Italians play 
them most. 
In these countries they 
are the instruments for moonlight sere­ 
nades. 
In India there is some such an 
instrument, and the Mexicans and even 
Chinese have instruments of the sanio 
class, though nothing like as musical. 
They seem to have been the musical in­ 
struments of the primitive nations, and 
probably had their origin from the same 
soiirot— the gourd. 
Some of the Mexi­ 
can instruments are made of pottery.

p erfection of them 
all, 
and 
is much 
more musical and more graceful in 
shape than either the banjo or guitar. 
See how light and pretty 
it 
is!”

and again ran 
his lingers across the strings, 
banded it to the -;-rib(.*. 
The instrument is the name tha* 
Spanish serenadorn are always repre­ 
sented in pictures as playing on, and 
those used by the Spanish students. 
its 
weight is almost nothing. 
It is made 
entirely of wood like tnat used in a 
violin. 
It ha^ a small, fat body, and a 
-hort, slender neck, slightly carved. 
It 
is like a gourd, only the lines are more 
graceful, and i- constructed on the prin­ 
ciple of a guitar, differing in shape 
and tone.

The two strings of

“ A g o o i player,” continued t&h music 
man. “ would hold the shell thus, and 
strike the strings in a way to make them 
tremble, like the voice in trilling. 
It is 
a simple instrument, and not hard to 
learn, 
but there is no one here who 
teaches it. and the young ladies are wild 
al>out 
it. 
Those who have learned 
abroad have a sort of monopoly. 
It is 
-o popular, however, that I presume it 
won’t be long before a teacher springs 
up. 
I know of young ladies who havo 
offered as high a* five dollars a lesson 
and 
could get no one to teach them. 
There are several fashionable ladies in 
Washington who play beautifully, aiui 
when th aj ^*7e sTTeei, Tutces and s ng 
with it, it is simply charming. 
Every 
lady wants to play, and 1 expect it will 
supersede the banjo altogether. 
The 
rage has just started, but it has made 
good progress. 
I can’t name all the 
ladies who have mandolins, but one of 
the finest I know of is owned by Mrs. 
Hallett Killbourne. 
She is a grand 
performer. 
She plays exquisitely. The 
instrument she has is not less than two 
hundred years old. 
Some other fine in­ 
struments are in the city, and there are 
a number of good players among young 
ladies.

them up on the wall as ornaments. 
“ W hat other instruments are popular 
among W ashington ladies?” asked the 
scribe.

A terrific cyclone sw ept over tho north ­ 
ern part of Vernon county, Mo., Thursday 
night tho 2 1 st inst., a t G 
o ’clock. 
The 
clouds wero plainly visible a t N evada, Mo., 
passing only ab ou t eight miles from the 
city. 
The cyclone seemed to com e down 
the river 
from the K an sas lino, deal­ 
ing 
death 
and 
destruction 
where 
ever 
it 
struck. 
The 
first 
place 
it 
touched was 
in 
Mots 
tow nship, pass­ 
ing 
through 
Mots, 
Osage 
and 
Blue 
Mound tow nships. 
Fences, houses, barns, 
and everything iu the line of the storm , 
which w as about a half m ile wide,

picked up, rent in to splinters, and cast

hundreds 
of yards aw ay.

the 
roots, 
over 
th irty 
houses 
were 
destroyed, 
and a b o u t fifteen persons killed. Only a 
partial list of the dead has as y e t been ob­ 
tained, which is as follows: Mrs. E .Shroule, 
Miss Hhroule, her daughter; May Stover, J. 
C. H awkins, John Miller, and Mrs. John 
Miller. 
There were five m embers of the Miller 
fam ily, four of whom were killed. The baby,

P arts of the Miller house and furniture 
were found strew n over the fields for

In the spring and early sum ­ 
mer of th a t year T p ersistently urged upon 
Mr. 
Lincoln 
the 
necessity of 
a m ili­ 
tary escort to accom pany him to and from 
his residenco and place of business, and lie 
as persistently opposed m y proposition . 
Som e tim e however, in August, 1872, one 
m orning he cam e riding up to tho W hite 
H ouse steps, where I m et him . 
He had a 
m erry tw inkle in his eye th a t presaged fun 
of som e kind. 
“ H ell,” sa id he, “ I d o n 't 
now propose to m ake you m y father con­ 
fessor and m ake a change o f heart, y et I 
am free to 
ad m it 
th a t 
just 
now 
I 
d on 't know w hat to think—la m staggered; 
understand me, I d on 't w ant to oppose my 
pride of opinion against right and reason, 
bu t I am in such a sta te of ‘betw eenity ’ in 
my conclusions th a t I can ’t sa y th a t the 
judgm ent of ‘this court’ is prepared to pro­ 
claim a reliable decision upon the facts 
presented. 
L ast night a b o u t 11 o ’clock I

< oulter, 
who was a line specimen of manhood, 
w-as, like all great characters in Ameri- 
i can history, a Missourian. 
He was 
j *ix 
feet one inch in height 
and 
| weighed 200 pounds. 
He is 
the 
‘ fourth of his family to die with his 
! raw hides on. although had he been an 
' ordinary man he would have cashed 
! in a good many years ago. His father 
1 and two brothers died on their feet, 
j and the last male of the race is *ingu- 
| larly a victim of consumption and 
' likfly to die at any- moment. Coutier 
began his career at fifteen in the sad-| 
: die c h a sin g st«*ersf and this w a s his oc- j 
j cupation during life, except lor about 
j two years when he cast his fortunes 
with the James-Younger crowd. 
He I 
did not like the business of holding up 
st age coaches andrail way trains, how- ; 
ever, and returned to the cattle bu*i- ; 
ness. 
When sober, he was a pleasant, j 
inoffensive fellow, but when drunk 
was desperate to the extreme and 
would commit the rashest of deeds, 
which would cost other men their 
lives. He knew- every foot oftheeoun- 
ty from the Missouri to the Montana 
ranges, and had many remarkable ad- j 
ventures. 
On one occasion he became involved 
iu a row in a Dodge City saloon and 
fought thirteen men and got away 
without injury. During this fight two 
men were either killed or seriously 
wounded. In the row Coulter intro­ 
duced what is known as the back-ac­ 
tion move—knocking one man down 
and shooting another at the same 
time. This is done by striking a man 
in front with the stock of a gun and 
shooting one in the rear. After this 
row the friends of some of the men who 
were injured started out to kill Coui- 
tcr, but failed to come up with him., 
l’or a year or two he was very quiet 
and then sprang up at Wallace by 
“rounding up” the town and holding 


PUNISHING THE PRISONERS. 


Two Method* in I ae-H ansIn g M»-n I p by the 
W rists-H orror* of the llarh fell. 
A visitor going through Sing Sing 
prison is struck by a square room 
comparatively small for th a t place, 
which has a cleaner and brighter ap­ 
pearance than any other room in the 
entire institution, the chaplain’s of­ 
fice not excepted. The entrance is on 
a level with the ground, the entire cen­ 
ter is taken up by a framework of 
brick th a t is hollowed out on tw-o sides 
into cells and the entire place is as 
white as lime can make it. 
The flag­ 
ged corridor running around the cells 
isspotless.and the place is as quiet as a 
tomb. The cells are perfectly bare of 
furniture, and are. for the greater 
part of the time, empty. Th- y are 
doubly guarded, for besides the usual 
heavy grated door they have a door 
made of heavy planks th a t sets in 
close to the 
masonry. They are 
in striking 
contrast to the walls, 
for they are painted black. 
A raised 
section of wood work in the center ol 
them admits air into the cell through 
winding channels through which not 
even the faintest ray of light can force 
its way. As cheerful as the place looks 
to the visitor, it is a bugbear to the 
prisoners, for these are the dark ceils. 
This is one of the two forms ot pun­ 
ishment inflicted upon refractory pris­ 
oners in Sing Sing, and it is a punish­ 
ment so horrible that the mere threat 
of a dark cell carries with it more ter­ 
rors than the actual infliction of the 
other punishment, which consists in 
stringing up prisoners by the wrists. 
The apparatus for this is in the same 
building, and consists of a piece of 
heavy timber about eighteen inches 
square th at slides up and down in a 
groove. In the centre of the square is 
a hook. 
The victim is handcuffed, 
and the link connecting the cuffs is 
slipped over this hook, and then the 
block is raised up until the prisoner’s 
feet leave the floor. This point is gen­ 
erally signaled by a scream from the 
unhappy wretch who is suspended, 
Principal Keeper Connaughton ^aid, 
not more than fifteen or twenty sec­ 
onds. 
“ I have seen statements to the ef 
feet,” said he, “that blood frequently 
gushes from the wrist of prisoners 
punished this way; that it often crip 
pies them !or life; that prisoners are 
hung up for five and ten minutes, and 
th at the punishment is frequently in­ 
flicted. None of these statements are 
true. 
In the first place, no living man 
could stand being strung up as long a 
time as that. The punishment is not 
inflicted here once a month, and dur­ 
ing my long experience in prison I have 
never known of blood being forced 
through the skin by the pressure. 
A 
short 
time 
ago 
a party of 
visitors wero shown through here. 
One 
of 
them 
was 
a 
young 
man about twenty-one years of age. 
He had au idea that men were hung 
up by their wrists for hours at a 
time. When I told him that the pun 
ishrnent never lasted but a few seconds 
he was not inclined to believe it. 
I 
sent for a pair of hand-cuffs, and he 
consented to let me hang him up fora 
few seconds. Just as soon as the 
strain began he cried out, and his toes 
had scarcely left the ground before fie 
was imploring me to let him down. 
There was a faint red line around his 
wrists, and that was all.” 
As terrible as this punishment is it 
is nothing compared to the agonies suf­ 
fered by a prisoner who is locked up 
in n dark cell. 
A young fellow was 
taken to Sing Sing about a year ago 
to serve a five years’ sentence. 
He 
began his term of imprisonment by 
disobeying every order given him by 
thekeepers. He was reasoned with and 
efforts were made to show him that 
he was hurting nobody as mu h as he 
was hurtim! nimself. 
But he was both 
lazy and vicious, and he was strung 
* up by the wrists. The punishment 


j kept him straight for a few days; but 
it was found necessary to string him 
up again. 
The second punishment 
I seemed to have no effect, and then he 
was placed in a flark cell. 
At the ex­ 
piration of a few hours the door was 
opened, and the young man rushed 
out with a face as pale as death, and 
shaking in every* limb. 
He behaved 
himself for a week, and then fell into 
his old ways again. 
“ I think I shall have to put you in 
the dark cell again,” said Mr. Uon- 
naughton to him. 
“Oh, don’t do th at,” he pleaded. 
“Please string me up; that isn't half 
so frightful.” 
Thereafter the mere mention of the 
dark < ell was so fraught with terror^ 
that it was enough to bring him tc 
terms and make him industrious and 
obedient. 
“I was punished once by being plac­ 
ed in a dark cell for several hours,” 
said an ex-convict. “The moment the 
wooden door was closed the darkness 
seemed to jump right at me. 
It was 
not the darkness of night, but a heaafO’gfln

The possession oi all these elements 
enables the brotherhood of locomo­ 
tive engineers to win victory after 
victory. The want of them resulted 
in 
the defeat of the telegraphers, 
though backed by the knights of labor. 
To members we say: 
Avoid strikes, 
wait, have patience, organize more 
thoroughly, 
discipline your forces. 
When you move, let it not be too early 
in the season—May 1 is early enough; | 
then if you go for more pay, go for i 
twenty-five cents more a t a time. 1 
Don’t be too greedy, or you may get 
beaten. Don't publish any notice^of 
your demands in the daily papers, or : 
it will flood your city with idle men; | 
not alone th a t it discourages build- !

A terrific cyclone swept over the n o rth ­ 
ern p a rt of Vernon county, Mo., Thursday 
night the 2 1 s t inst., a t G 
o'clock.

clouds were plainly visible a t N evada, Mo., 
passing only ab ou t eight miles from the 
city. 
The cyclone seemed to corno down 
tho river 
from the K an sas line, deal­

Two Methods in I s e - Hanging Men I p by the 
W rists-H orror* of the Hark Cell. 


A visitor going through Sing Sing 
prison is struck by a square room 
com paratively small for th a t place, 
which has a cleaner and brighter ap ­ 
pearance than any other room in the 
entire institution, the chaplain’s of­ 
fice not excepted. 
The entrance is on 
a level with the ground, the entire cen­ 
ter is taken 
up by a framework of 
brick th a t is hollowed o u to n twosides 
into cells and the entire place h as 
white as lime can make it. 
Tile flag­ 
ged corridor running around the cells 
isspotless.and the place is as quiet as a 
tomb. 
The cells are perfectly bare of 
furniture, and are. for the greater 
part of the time, empty. 
Th y are 
doubly guarded, for besides the usual 
heavy grated door they have a door 
made of heavy planks th a t sets in 
close 
to the 
masonry. 
They 
are 
in striking 
contrast 
to the walls, 
for they are painted black. 
A raised 
section of wood work in the center ol 
them adm its air into the cell through 
winding channels through which not 
even the faintest ray of light can force 
its way. 
As cheerful as the place looks 
to the visitor, it is a bugbear to the 
prisoners, for these are the dark cells. 
This is one of the two forms or min 
ishment inflicted upon refractory pris­ 
oners in Bing Sing, and it is a punish­ 
ment so horrible th a t the mere threat 
of a dark cell carries with it more ter­ 
rors than the actual infliction of the 
other punishment, which consists in 
stringing up prisoners by the wrists. 
The apparatus for this is in the same 
building, and consists of a piece of 
heavy timber about eighteen inches 
square th a t slides up and down in a 
groove. 
In the centre of the square j* 
a hook. 
The victim is handcuffed, 
and the link connecting the cuffs is 
slipped over this hook, and then Un­ 
block is raised up until the prisoner’s 
feet leave the floor. 
This point is gen­ 
erally signaled by a scream from the 
unhappy wretch who is suspended, 
Principal Keeper Connaughton said, 
not more than fifteen or twenty sec­ 
onds. 
“ I have seen statem ents to the ef 
feet,” said he, “th a t blood frequently 
gushes from the wrist of prisoner- 
punished this way; th a t it often crip 
{lies them for life; th a t prisoners are 
hung up for five and ten minutes, and 
th a t the punishment is frequently in­ 
flicted. 
None of these statem ents are 
true. 
In the first place, no living man 
could stand being strung up as long a 
time as th a t. 
The punishment is not 
inflicted here once a month, and dur­ 
ing my long experience in prison I have 
never known of blood being forced 
through the skin by the pressure. 
A 
short 
time 
ago 
a 
party 
of 
visitors 
were shown through her©. 
One 
of 
them 
was 
a 
young 
man about twenty-one years of age. 
He bad an :dt-a th a t men were hung 
up 
by thei" wrists for hours at a 
time. 
When I told him th a t th© pun 
ishment neverlasted h u la few seconds 
he was not inclined to believe it. 
I 
sent for a pair of hand-cuffs, and he 
consented to let me hang him up fo r a 
few seconds. 
Ju st as soon as the 
strain began he cried out, and his toes 
had scarcely left the ground before he 
was imploring me to let him down. 
There was a faint red line around his 
wrists, and th a t was all.” 
As terrible as this punishment is it 
is nothing compared to the agonies suf­ 
fered by a prisoner who is locked up 
in a dark cell. 
A young fellow was 
taken to Sing Sing about a year njo 
to serve a five years’ sentence. 
He 
began his term of imprisonment by 
disobeying every order given him by 
the keepers. He was reasoned with and 
efforts were made to show him th a t 
he was hurting nobody as mu h as he 
was hurting Himself.

Echoes From The W ar. 


Ilow tlie General Managed It.

,f I had the slightest doubt as to the 
.ruth of the story that is now to be told 
t would not appear here. 
It occurred 
outside of my war experience, and lor 
that reason I should be very careful 
in satisfying myself that it is authen­ 
tic. 
It was related to me by one of the 
actors in it, whose word is sufficient 
lor all who know him. 
He was at the 
time a captain in one of the New York 
i’avalry regiments, and an Assistant 
Adjutant General 
to the military 
Dommandant at Washington. Hedoes 
hot court publicity of this kind, but 
will not object to the mention of his 
name. 
It is Colonel T. E. Ellsworth, 
of Lockport, New York. 
Such an incident as it was probably 
never occurred again in the war—or 
before it. When it was first repeated 
lo me it struck me as being the oddest 
and at the same time about the hap­ 
piest thing connected with the war 
that I had ever heard. 
When it has 
been read the reader will no doubt 
think that it is worthy of a place in this 
leries. 
Before beginning the story, I feel 
that the enjoyment of its perusal will 
be greatly enhanced by some informa­ 
tion which may not be needful to nl! 
its readers, as to who the chief actor 
was. 
James Wadsworth.brigadier general 
of volunteers,was one of nature’s t rue 
noblemen. 
When the war broke out 
he was already a gray-haired man. He 
was very wealthy, living on the broad 
acres in the beautiful Genesee valley, 
of tlie state of New York which had de­ 
scended to him from his fathers. He 
took up arms instantly for his country. 
Fora time he was military command­ 
ant of Washington; then, in command 
of a division of the First army Corps, 
he took the place of the gallant Rey­ 
nolds when he fell on the first day at 
Gettysburg. Less than a year later 
lie fell at the head of his division in 
the Wilderness mortally wounded, lie 
was brave as a lion, gentle as a wom­ 
an. There were not many like him in 
high command. The man who could 
conceive 
and 
execute 
the 
plan 
which our sketch describes, to save 
the honor of a humble family, and 
that at a time when great publicevents 
were crowding upon everybody in au­ 
thority—such a man must- have had 
the woman’s and the warrior’s heart 
wonderfully blended. 
All honor to his memory. 
The story will lose by the telling un­ 
less it is put in the language of him 
who narrated it to me. 
So let him speak in the first person.

It was late in the spring of 18(32; I 
Izelieve it was in the month that came 
between the battle of Fair Oaks and 
the beginning of the Seven Days’ Bat­ 
tles on the Peninsula. 
Everybody’s 
attention was turned that way. and 
the whole nation was full of anxiety 
to hear what was happening, and 
what was about to happen there. 
Nearer by, down on the Rappahan­ 
nock, General McDowell had an army 
corps or a division, which was exjiect- 
ed to look after the safety of Washing­ 
ton. 
The 
military 
commandant 
of 
Washington and its defenses was Gen­ 
eral Wadsworth. 
The principal business of such an 
officer was supposed to be to see that 
the city was well governed and pro­ 
tected, and that miltary offenders 
were properly taken care of. 
In fact, the principal business that 
we had to do at headquarters in those 
days was to deny passes to citizens 
who wanted to go to the front. 
We simply acted under peremptory 
orders from the Secretary of War. 
He 
said, “No passes,” and we had to 
deny them, one and all. 
But it seemed to me as though 
Washington was filled with people 
who 
wanted 
to 
go 
to 
the 
front. 
They 
thronged 
the 
office 
where I sat for several hours each day 
as Assistat Adjutant General, the offi­ 
cial mouthpiece of the military com­ 
mandant. They made up more than 
one-half of the crowd that came there, 
day after day. They came in all shapes 
and ways. Some were hold and clam­ 
orous; some were coaxing; some tear­ 
ful and pleading some disposed to he 
insulting. 
No matter; one and all 
had the same answer. There could be 
no pass; no civilians could go to the 
front. 
It was easy enough to say no, and 
in a peremptory way, to the sutlers, 
the adventurers, the idle sight-soers, 
the gamblers, and even the brazen 
women who thought they had some 
business 
with McClellan’s 
or Mc­ 
Dowell’s army. 
But the wives, the mothers, and the 
children, who begged with tears in 
their eyes to be allowed to go down to 
see their wounded or dying dear ones, 
who were too far gone to be brought 
to the Washington hospitals—to give 
such as these a firm but gentle refusal, 
and to convince them that there was 
no power at our headquarters to help 
them, while there was all the disposi­ 
tion in the world—this was indeed a 
distressing task.

The old 
woman cried piteously for mercy, but 
the heartless daughter held her down 
till

burned 
to 
a 
crisp. 
And 
then, 
to 
crown 
murder 
with 
blasphemy, 
she 
placed a lighted candle before thestat- 
ueof the Virgin,as an act of thanksgiv­ 
ing, for the successful issue of the mur­ 
der of her mother. The inhabitants 
of the town, Ramortin, in which the 
crime took place, were thrown into a 
state of unspeakable excitement. The 
authorities had much difficulty to pre­ 
vent people from mobbing the prison 
and lynching the prisoner.

South Florida embraces all the lands 
but I i south of the twenty-ninth parallel of 
ht to | latitude. 
It contains over *27,000 
square milts, an area more than three 
times as large as the 8tate of Massa­ 
chusetts, and 
more than 
twenty 
times as large as Rhode Island. A 
greater part of this territory is un­ 
known, and some of it has never been 
explored. 
It is a great place for the 
grazing of cattle and it contains ini- j 
mense swamplands, which are only in- i 
habited by Indians and wild beasts. | 
The northern part of it is 
now 
being 
settled 
and 
the 
north­ 
western part contains 
much 
fine 
orange country. On the eastern part 
along the Atlantic ocean is the Indian 
river region, which is the finest orange 
country in the world, and the fruit of 
which sells at higher prices than any 
other. Some of the best land of this 
region is 
susceptible of 
drainage. 
Hamilton Disstou, thesaw millionaire 
of Philadelphia, has organized a com- ; 
pany foi its reclamation. 
If you will 
look at the map of Florida you will I 
see that there are a number of lakes 
which finally pour 
into the great lake of | 
Okeechobee. Disston bought 4,000,- 
000 acres of land in this region at 
twenty-five cents an acre, and entered 
into a contact with the State of Flor­ 
ida by which he was to have half 
the 
land 
which 
he 
reclaimed. 
He 
has 
dug 
wide ditches 
from 
one of these lakes to the other, until 
he now has a stream of water running 
through them off into the Gulf of Mex­ 
ico. The topmost lake of this system 
is, I think, lake Tohopekaliga, and 
this is about sixty feet higher than 
the waters of the gulf. 
He has a con- j 
tinuous fall from the head of this lake 
to the gulf, and he has redeemed, it is 
said, such an amount of land as to j 
give his company the right to 1,000,- 
000 acres. The work is still going on, 
and a great area of valuable territory 
will be recovered. The lands included 
in the Disston purchase are the best 
in Florida. 
They will make, it is 
said, the best sugar lands of the Unit­ 
ed States, and this will be our great 
sugar country of the future. 
In this region, also, cocoanuts and 
pineapples are grown, and the cocoa- 
nut industry is being largely culti­ 
vated in South Florida. Pineapples 
and cocoanuts pay very well. Ten 
thousand pineapples can be raised,it is 
said, to the acre, and an acre of ground 
will support fifty eocoanut trees. The 
cocoanut trees require little cultiva­ 
tion. They begin to bear at from nine to 
twelve years qf age, and they produce 
from 80 to 150 nuts to the tree. Cocoa- 
nuts bring about five cents apiece to 
the grower, and supposing a ten-acre 
grove will yield 20,000 nuts it would 
bring in an income of $1,000 a year. 
There 
have 
been many cocoanut 
groves 
planted 
within 
the last 
two or three years in south Flori­ 
da. M . Field, of 
Middletown, N. 
J., 
has 
about 
330,000 
trees. 
They are planted twenty feet apart 
each way on a strip of land in Dade 
county, near the Atlantic Ocean. Mr. 
Field thinks that the groundalongthe 
ocean is the best for the cocoanut. In | 
Monroe county there are also some 
groves, and at Charlotte Harbor, on ' 
the Gulf of Mexico, there are trees , 
which produce 300 and more nuts 
apiece annually. There are 825,000 
tiees now in Monroe county, of which 
50,000 were set out last year.

da grew about 100,000 dozen pine-

The woman had 
murdered her old mother, whom she 
considered a burden on her. 
She took 
every precaution to insure the success 
of the murder. 
She first saturated the 
old wom an's clothing with oil, then 
aet fire to her and held her down with 
I a long stick while the decrepit old crea- 
i lure was roasting to death. 
The old 
; woman cried piteously for mercy, but 
the heartless daughter held her down 
till 
she 
was 
burned 
to 
a 
crisp. 
And 
then, 
to 
crown 
murder 
with 
blasphem y, 
she 
placed a lighted candle before the sta t­ 
ue of the Virgin,ae an act of thanksgiv­ 
ing, for the successful issue of the mur­ 
der of her m other. 
The inhabitants 
of the town, Ramortin, in which the 
crime took place, were thrown into a 
sta te of unspeakable excitem ent. The 
authorities had much difficulty to pre­ 
vent people from mobbing the prison 
and lynching the prisoner. 
A speedy 
trial—and trials in France are alw ays 
speedy— alone satisfied the populace. 
’I he woman was prom ptly condemned 
to death. 
The French, as is known, are repug­ 
nant to 
the death sentence, and 
French juries com e in for much ridi- 
i cttle, apropos of “extenuating circum­ 
stances.” 
But in this case tile trial 
was over before other trials would 
I have 
been begun. 
Filial 
love in 
France is one of the strongest charac­ 
teristics of the peasantry, and any one 
who abuses a parent is relentlessly 
tabooed from society. 
In the present instance the repug­ 
nance of the people in regard to the 
execution of a woman was overcome 
by the atrocity of thecrim e, and Pres­ 
ident Grevy, who is opposed to cap­ 
ital punishm ent on principle, and who 
sends nine out his ten murderers to 
New Caledonia instead 
of 
to 
M. 
Bedder's machine, signed the death- 
warrant w ithout question. 
When the arrival of Mr Dei bier be­ 
came known to the people of the 
town tho evening before the execution 
there was general rejoicing. 
The peo­ 
ple remained up ail night to witness 
the execution in the morning. 
Most 
of t hem were on the ground outside 
the prison as early as midnight. When, 
about 5 o ’clock in the morning, the 
tumbril, or cart, appeared bearing the 
murderess to the place of execution, 
Hie assembled m ultitude sent up a 
joyous shout. 
The distance from the 
jail to the place of execution was long 
but the entire populace of the town 
followed the death cortege. 
All along 
the way the people hooted and jeered, 
the women especially, and preened at 
tim es so threatiugly around the vehi­ 
cle that the gens-d’armes had to draw 
their weapons. 
On arriving on the fatal sp ot a dead 
silence fell on 
the multitude. 
The 
woman was ordered to descend from 
the vehicle,but she did not respond to 
the sum m ons. 
She had fainted. 
The 
officers removed her and carried her 
to the guillotine, which was grimly 
standing in the morning light. On her 
way she recovered her senses and 
screamed 
and 
resisted. 
&he 
was 
promptly placed on the fatal instru­ 
ment, 
with 
her 
head 
thrust 
through the bascule. 
Her screams 
were drowned by the shouts of the a s­ 
sembled people. 
They rushed around 
the instrum ent, despite the efforts of 
the gens-d'armes to keep them back. 
M others held up their babies,and men 
held up their little boys at arm s’ length 
to let them witness the execution of 
the murderess, that they might re­ 
member the reason for life. 
M. Deibier, who is a humane man, 
as far as such m ay be said of an 
executioner, did not prolong the scene. 
He touche*] the "button” while the 
culprit was screaming and the assem ­ 
bled people shouting. The head drop­ 
ped in to the basket; the body was 
thrown, with the dissevered head, in to a 
wagon and hurried off to the cemetery. 
The attendants of M Deibier washed 
the blood from the flags and the ma- j 
chine with their sponges, and the im­ 
mense crowd returned hom e satisfied | 
th a t justice had been meted out to 
tile unnatural daughter who had -o 
cruelly murdered her aged mother. It 
is seldom such a ghastly scene is wit­ 
nessed in France.

Royal ton, and others, after which sup­ 
per was announced, and the hungry 
visitors weic seated around a table the 
full length of the hall. The repast get 
before them will hardly bear criticism, 
for some unaccountable reason, although 
the committee made all the arrange­ 
ments and expected an elegant bill of 
fare which was assured them by the 
restaurant people. 
Dancing was indulg­

What a noisy, 
du-ty place, and what a perfect maza 
of machinery and men flying hithei 
and thither; but we will soon under­ 
stand this. 
When the wheat gets here 
it has in it oat*. corn, rye and various 
we d seeds; besides, many harvesters 
bind with wire, and these bands ar© 
cut m small pieces by the threshers, 
All theNC foreign substances must be 
removed before grinding. 
For a long 
i.me the bits of wire baffled every en­ 
deavor to remove them; finally a bright 
man invented a machine which does it 
without missing a wire. 
This consists 
of an inclined sheet of zinc, under the 
lower edge of which ia placed a row of 
magnets; over this the wheat flowg in 
a thin, golden stream; the magnets 
hold every wire, which the scraper 
pushes to one side. 
After thus the 
wheat goes to the oat separator, a 
large cylinder in the inner surface of 
which are pressed dents just large 
enough to hold a grain of wheat, but 
not of sufficient size to allow of the en­ 
trance of oats or com. The wheat runs 
into this cylinder, drops into these hol­ 
lows, and is carried up one side as the 
cylinder revolves. 
A brush is placed 
part way up the side, just touching the 
cylinder; this catches the oats and corn, 
but the wheat grains being in the cav­ 
ities pass on, while the oats drop to the 
bottom. 
As soon as the wheat reaches 
a given point it falls on a series of 
•.ieves like those of a fanning mill. The 
cockle separator is the same in princi­ 
ple as the oat machine, the difference 
being the cockle seed are smaller than 
the wheat, and the dents are made of 
corresponding size; thus the wheat can 
not fall into tne dents. 
Next it goes to the smuttcr, which 
clears it of all smut, and last is t'.c 
Becker brush, in which the grain goes 
through brushes which remove ail the 
dust and dirt and rub off the fuzz, 
leaving only the dirt in the crease of 
the kernel.

Here is the mill. 
What a noisy, 
du-tv place, and what a perfect maze 
of machinery and men flying hithet 
and thither; but we will soon under- 
-und this. 
When the wheat gets here 
it has in it oats, corn, rye and various 
weed seeds; besides, many harvesters 
bind with wire, and these bands ara 
cut m small pieces by the threshers, 
All the.<*e foreign substances must be 
removed before grinding. 
For a long 
(.me the bits of wire baffled every en­ 
deavor to remove them; finally a bright 
man invented a machine which does it 
without mi->ing a wire. 
This consists 
of an inclined sheet of zinc, under the 
lower edge of which is placed a row of 
magnets; over this tho wheat flows in 
a thin, golden stream; the magnets 
hold every wire, which the scraper 
pushes to one side. 
After this the 
wheat goes to the oat separator, a 
large cylinder in the inner surface of 
which are pressed dents just large 
enough to hold a grain of wheat, but 
not of sufficient size to allow of the en­ 
trance of oats or corn. The wheat runs 
into this cylinder, drops into these hol­ 
lows, and is carried up one side as the 
cylinder revolves. 
A brush is placed 
part way up the side, just touching tho 
cylinder; this catches the oats and corn, 
but the wheat grains being in the cav­ 
ities pass on, while the oats drop to the 
bottom. 
As soon as the wheat reaches 
a given point it falls on a aeries of 
doves like those of a fanning mill. The 
cockle separator is the same in princi­ 
ple as the oat machine, the difference 
being the cockle seed are smaller than 
the wheat, and the dents are made of 
corresponding size; thus the wheat can 
not fall into the dents. 
Next it goes to the smuttcr, which 
clears it of all smut, and last is the 
Becker brush, in which the grain goes 
through brushes which remove all tho 
dust and dirt and rub oft' the fuzz, 
leaving only the dirt in the crease of 
the kernel. 
Now it is ready to he 
ground. 
The wheat goes to the first, 
reduction rolls, of which there are 
eight sets placed side by side, having 
eight corrugations in each roll.

Tuesday was the 68th 
anniversary of 
Odd-Fellowship in this country, and the 
Brainerd 
lodges celebrated the event by 
an entertainm ent and social gathering 
at their hall, representatives from Little 
Falls und other places being present, 
aggregating in all som ething Ilk*- 150 
people. 
G. 8. Fernald delivered an ad ­ 
dress at the opening, which we publish 
below, and which was well received. 
T he people then listened to a song from 
Miss Ollie Closson. declamation by A. F. 
Leopold, speech 
from Mr. Bouck, of 
Royalton, and others, after which sup­ 
per was announced, and tilt* hungry 
visitors w eie seated around a Utile the 
full length of the hall. 
The repast set 
before them will hardly bear criticism , 
for some unaccountable reason, although 
the com m ittee made all the arrange­ 
ments and expected an elegant bill of 
fare w hich 
was assured them by the 
restaurant people. 
Dancing was indulg­ 
ed in and a very pleasant tim e was en ­ 
joyed. 
The following is the substance 
of the address of Mr. Fernald: 
Brothers or the Order, and Friend**: 
What may b« (aid on an occasion like this, up­ 
on Odd Fellow ahi p as an institution is proper, 
what might b said upon the working of the 
order would be highly improper. I shall there­ 
fore coniine what I have to say. upon the subject 
of the institution, and inasmuch us we are hon 
ored to night by the presence of friends,not mein 
hers of the order, but we must presume friends 
of the order, who probably know very little of 
the institution, aud even many of our own 
younger members know little about the origin 
and history of Odd-Fellow ship. I shall therefore 
speak briefly upon that subject. 
It has been said that Adam was the founder of 
ail secret organizations having been driven to the 
extremity by the prying curiosity of Eve. but that 
is undoubtedly a .lauder upon the ladies, it has 
also been claimed and banded down from gener­ 
ation to feneration that the Jewish priesthood 
formed the ord*-r while in captivity, as a means 
of co-operation bs winch to ev. ritually escape. 
Many other atones of a traditionary character 
have bien told regarding it, but the first authen­ 
tic record we have of tile existence of a lodge of 
Odd Fellows date ba* k to 1745, in London, al­ 
though it is believed that (bete bad been lodges 
formed in Great Britain prior to that. WUU# 
these early lodges differed very materially from 
those of the present independent order they were 
founded up*.n the same great fundamental prin­ 
ciples, the Fath rhood of God aud universal 
brotherhood o f man, and had among their ob­ 
jects the relief of si< k and destitute brothers, the 
same as do outs 
These early lodges conliuued 
down to 1812 or HJJ3- there is some conflict of 
authority as to the dab —when several lodg»t> se­ 
ced'd aud organ.red the independent order, who 
continued as did a,*o the Union order, and each 
grew separ.i 
y I. it t a h working for the corn 
mon good of mankind according to their motto 
of Friendship, Love A Truth. Touching that 
briefly upon is 
origin and early history, ictus 
follow tit•• m-t.tuti -a and its establishment in 
the United States, 
Ti,' firs: otic* 
f Odd Fellows .n this country 
m supposed to Lave be- u organized rn Baltimore 
,u I*A 
The nam* it not now known so far as I i 
have ever been able to learn.

The lodge organized in Baltimore

We in common with other similar organizations 
have been distrusted and looked upon 
secret society and being a secret socieiy it baa 
been considered foregone that it must be an evil 
one. for secrecy, mystery and evil are associated 
togeth*r,but we are not a sec ret society in the true 
meaning of the expression. A real secret society 
such as exists in many despotic countries, ere 
secret in every respect. Their members are-an 
known, their meeting pisces unknown, and ihelr 
purposes unknown except as some diabolical plot 
become* uncovered. Such a secrecy we do not 
have. Our constitution and by-laws, the name* 
of our members and officers our principles and 
many other things are open and public. Certain 
work of the order, certain signs, tokens and 
jiasswords must be secret or the objects of the 
organization would aeoessanly fail. 
Our objects are humane. Our pecuniary bene­ 
fits are applied in deserving cases, but tbs pecun­ 
iary aid ia not by any meant the only benefits, as 
many suppose. Humanity, chanty, pleasant in 
terco’urae and relations, and the general elevation 
of mankind may be said to cover substantially 
our objects. 
Ae an institution for the elevation of mankind 
every Odd-Fellow knows its worth. As a medium 
of pleasant acquaintance, pleasant social inter 
course and friendly relations, every Odd-Fellow 
knows its fraternal advantage*, knows the beauti­ 
ful and and practical illustrations of it* ancisnt 
motto, Friendship Love and Truth.
